- in claim 1 1 , line 1 , delete " unit of claim 10" and insert - unit of claim 9 -. 

- withdrawn claims 14-20 have been reconsidered and rejoined with allowed 
claims 1 and 9 due to the same reason for allowed claims 1 and 9. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
response to remarks and claim amendments made in Applicant's Amendment filed on 
11/18/2005, Applicant's argument is persuasive. The cited references failed to teach a 
printed circuit board having first and second portions, wherein the portions are 
connected by a bendable region, which the bendable region includes one of the group 
of recess and aperture extending outwardly from the inside surface of the substrate with 
the one of group of recess. Amended claims have been considered and upon 
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conclusion of a comprehensive search of the prior art, the office indicates that the 
claims, as amended, are allowable.
